tain "the reputation it has long enjoyed as a place to eat, if our cooks 
are going to be limited to ram, lamb, sheep and mutton." 


But, as a matter of fact, the game laws of California and the 


effect of the game laws of other States, liavc reduced the caterers of 
our caravant.aries to the extremity of contracting the range of fish, 
fowl and m< ats which may be lawfully supplied on their tables, at 
any kind of i function, to remarkably narrow limitations. The skill 
of their high-salaried chefs is taxed to the limit to prepare from the 
plain and homely products left on the free list imitation dishes of 
the forbidden products to tickle the epicurean palates of their guests. 
It goes will out saying that in the production of these imitations, 
the pure lav food, as expounded by the good Dr. Wiley, is being 
fearfully ma iglcd and awfully violated. 
But there is no help for it. 


If the genuine article cannot be served on the table, because the 
game laws ( ithcr forbid its slaughter in the State, or when its 
slaughter is restricted to small numbers during the open season or 
to an equally small number in possession during any given twenty- 
four hours, c'r its sale after slaughter is forbidden, what is there left 
for the man iger of the biggest and most fashionable hotel on the 
\ Pacific Coas: and his experienced chef to do, except to fall back on 


an imitation, as is done m the case of turtle when the supply of the 
marine click nian gives out? 


The chaparral along the foothills of the mountain was never 


more plentifully stocked viith quail than it is this year, but "mine 
host" of the Fairmont reasonably complains that a guest might in 
vain offer half a kingdom for "quail on toast," because the game laws 
prohibit its sale; that a cra\ ing for venison steak must remain unsat- 
isfied, for the same reason; that \\ilcl cluck is excluded from the ban- 
quet room, for the reason that the number of birds allowed by law 
to be in possession in an}' one day is insufficient to go round; that a 
long list of popular game birds plentiful in this and in neighboring 
States are 'Srotectcd" here fioih slaughter, and possession of any 
one of those which have been lawfully killed in other States would 
subject the possessor here to a heavy fine, and that importations of 
such delicipi-s game birds as pheasants and prairie hens from for- 
eign lands 01 from States where no restriction h. placed on the num- 
ber slaughtered or on their exportation, arc impossible for the same 
reason.

proved by c^ery one except the select membership of the 
sports- 


men's clubs, for whose cxclu.-i\c benefit the fish and game la us have 
specially reserved the use of this kind of public property. 
When

The pro-npt conviction of M. W. Coffcy, one of the boodle 


Board of Supervisors of which T'.ig Jim Gallagher \v;i> president and 
graft collector and distributor, explodes the contention that the 
wholesale grant of immunity was essential to the procurement of 
proof that vould enable the prosecution to convict anybody'. 
All 


the official toodicrs were offered immunity before any 
effort had 


been made to bring- them to justice. 
Gallagher has repeatedly testi- 


fied that he understood Rudolph Sprocket to mean that Sehmitz 
and Ruef were to be included in the grant of immunity. \Yc know, 
as a matter of fact, that Rucf uas given a grant of i m m u n i t y , but 
that it was withdrawn as was the immunity granted Coffcy. 
It is 


pertinent to inquire why Coffcy alone of the immunity band has 
been brought to trial. His grant of immunity was held good by the 
prosecution ill he was called as a witness in the 1'ord case.. He 
failed to corroborate Gallagher in a vital particular, and the next 
day Mr. Hcney went before the Grand Jury and had him indicted. 
The conclusion is obvious, that the motive for prosecuting 
Coffcy 


was displeasure at the character of the testimony he gave as a wit- 
ness for the prosecution and not indignation at his official 
mal- 


feasance. 


Protective Tariff for Australia. 


Lord Northcote, the ex-Govcrnor-Gcncral of Australia, informed 


the Royal Colonial Institute in London recently thai the preferential 
tariff proposition as a means of consolidating- the Uritish empire is 
still a doubtful and controversial question in the Antipodean 
colonies. 
The announcement is ,of special interest at the present 


time because Chamberlain, the author of the proposition, desires to 
return to parliamentary 
life again as the representative of West 


Birmingham, hif> old constituency. In speaking of preferential tariff, 
Northcote said "there may, or there ma}- not, be other advantages 
which may render a change in our trade policy -with the colonies 
advisable. ]!ut there is nne thing- that \vc must remember, and that 
is that Australia is grov.-ing steadily more protectionist from year 
to year. The determination is fixed in Australia that her own local 
manufactures shall be protected as they think adequately, and as 
others may think adequately, against outside competition of every 
kind." 


There can be oniy one interpretation to such a declaration, 


namely, that Australia is considering the erection of a barrier which 
will protect its manufacturing- industries against the competition of 
not only all foreign manufacturing nations, but against those of the 
United Kin;;dom also, 
[f so, Chamberlain's preferential tariff idea 


is as good as dead already and the A u M r y l i a u colonies will attend to 
its proper interment. 


In this light of the case Chamberlain's return to Parliament will 


be abortive, ilis preferential tar.iff plan \\ as to shut foreign food- 
ftuflf producing countries out of the markets of tlie United Kingdom 
by the imposition of an import tax, from the payment of which the 
products of the colonies should be exempt. The idea was that the 
home markets for foodstuffs would be reserved for domestic tind 
colonial agriculturists and that it \\oukl benefit the manufacturers 
of the United Kingdom bv encouraging the reciprocal reservation of 
the colonial markets to them and the exclusion of foreign mantifac- 
»

tured products. 
JUit the people of the Australian Commonwealth 


have not welcomed such a tariff arrangement enthusiastically. They 
do not regard -with favor a plan which contemplates lea\ing their 
territory opon to exploitation by the manufacture! s of anv nation. 
What they want, and uhat they will doubtless do ultimately, as 
Wnted by Lord Xorthcotc, is to set up a tariff for the protection of 
'their own 
'nanufacturiug- industiies against the products of all 


countries—(Ireat Britain included. That policy will knock the spots 
D*ut of the Chamberlain preferential tariff plan for the purposes of 
Imperial ree procity.

]l is the better part of two decades .since (jcronimo and the 


remnants of his bloo Hhirsty tribe were exiled from Arizona to Fort 
Sill a.-, the only means of assuring' peace to ihc territory and secur- 
ity to the lives of wHte settlers. 
Like his predecessor Cochisc, < Icr- 


oninio was the tcrroi of the tcrrilnry for many years. He hated the 
white man \\ith a deadly hntred, and when he took periodically to 
the warpath his trail was stained with the blood of his white vic- 
tims whom he and his handful of followers had ruthlessly slain. 
When (ieneral t'rool.. who iiarl attained the reputation of being tin: 
greatest of Indian fighters, was sent out to subdue him and return 
him to the rcscrvati in, the great Indian warrior led him into am- 
bush, had him at his mercy and dictated his own term1- of surrender. 
The incident robbed Crook of his reputation as an Indian fighter.

front and say nothing ".o indicate their mission to the public, is not a 
violation of the law. 


These points are the meat of a decision handed down by Judge 


Ellsworth this forenoan in the Superior Court in the suit for dam-< 
ages brought by Joseph Davis against the Cooks' and Waiters' Alli- 
ance, Local No. 31 of Oakland, and others for maintaining a boycott 
on his restaurant known as the Oakland Coffee, Club and located at 
470 Ninth street. 
• 


Judge Ellsworth's conclusion of the law in the case is based on 


a recent decision handed down by the Supreme Court of the State in 
a similar case against the Building Trades Council of Santa ClanaJ 
county, in which the highest tribunal of California ruled that an or- 
derly labor boycott was not illegal. The court's decision is regarded 
in labor circles of Oakland as a signal victory for the wage-earner! 
here and throughout the State.

OR the first time in the history of Oakland the Board of Works, 
comprised of Mayor Frank K. Mott, City Attorney McElroy 
anil City Engineer Turner, forwarded to the City Council a re- 


markable communication dealing with what they consider "cam- 
paign lies." The Citizens' party, which is supporting the independent 
candidacy of Dr. F. F. Jackson, is the object of the wrath of the 
Board of Works. The campaign circular of the independents deal- 
ing with the water front is designated by the board as false arid mis 
leading and given to personal and unmerited abuse. 


The board has attempted to mail each canard in dignified fash- 


ion, giving to the voters of Oakland the real statu% of the water 
front. 
.After the communication was read it was referred to the 


committee of the whole. Councilman Elliot scoffed at the circular 
condemning the present Board of Works and remarked: "That the 
council by considering it would be ' giving the 'campaign lie' too 
much dignity."

SENATOR PERKINS' REPLY 


TO PRESlDENTJtOOSEVELT 


Declares That the Chief Executive's Attack 


on Him Was Not Only Unjust but 


Utterly False. 


The following letter from Senator George C, Perkins; in reply 


to President Roosevelt's attack is self-explanatory: 


"Washington, D. C., February 13,' 1000. 


"Hon. J. TV. Dutton, 1451 Adeline street, Oakland, Cal.—My Dear Sir: 
I 


am in receipt of yours of tlio 8th inat. and thlfrik you for your kind loiter. 
You of course know, as everyone .does who has given any attention to my 
course here, that I have been a constant and consistent advocate for ;i power- 
ful navy and that I have not opposed the President In this nuiUer, except in 
the case of the four battleships. 
And to show how unjuat and how uncalled 


for was nis utterly false assertion, I enclose extracts from his annual messages 
to Congress In 1905 and 
1 U O < > . 
In.spJto of his assertion that only one battle- 


ship was riecessary, we authorized two In the former year, and one of 20,000 
tons in 1D06. 
You will see that he is not consistent, to say the least. 


What Perkins Advocated. 


"As a matter ot' fact, during tho past seven years I have advocated and 


voted for new construction amounting? to 357,070 tons, which is '10 per eent of 
the tonnage of our entire navy, comprising warships taullt or building- above 
1000 tons and torpedo craft above fifty tons. 
The cost of the -naval vessels 


constructed or authorized during- the past seven years is $129,446,023, which 
is over Xl% per cent o£ the amount authorized or expended since 1S83, when 
the first act in relation to a new navy was passed. 
Since 1SS3 the total ex- 


penditures on act-aunt of tho new navy construction, maintenance, pay, navy 
yards, etc., have amounted to $1,374,824,001, of wh.ich sum $722,283,690 has 
been expended during the past seven years, or 56 per cent o£ the total. 
Did Not •Hamper Roosevelt. 


"Thus during- the seven years in which the President says' that I have 


hampered him in his effort to increase the navy, the Naval Committee, of 
which I am a member, has voted more than half the money which has been 
expended since 1883; has built or authorised fourteen of the thirty-one battle- 
ships; four out of the twelve armored cruisers; nearly one-half of tho total 
tonnag-e constructed or authorized since 1883. 
And all this in the face ot the 


President's recommendation in 1!>05 and 1906 that only one battleHhtp be built 
each year, as will appear from extracts from his annual messages, which I 
enclose. I did and have opposed his sudden advocacy of a policy of four largo 
battleships each year, and shall continue to do so in the face of a deficit o£ 
$150,000,000 per year, and the almost certain necessity for an Internal stamp 
tax for revenue 1C the tariff is reduced, and probable necessity if it is not. 


"The President's attack upon me for my position on the Japanese ques- 


tion is as utterly -without foundation as his reference to my course in regard 
to the navy. 
Rights of California. 
; 


"What I have always advocated, and what I still advocate, Is' that Cali- 


fornia has tho undoubted right to enact police regulations in the Interest of 
good morals which shall prevent Japanese boys, fro,m 16 years of age and 
upwards, -with the notorious idea of their race as to morality, from comlnR 


'(into intimate contact in our public schools with little girls of tender age. 
You 


well know that Japanese of quite mature years enter schools of low grade and 
there mingle with our sons and daughters ivho are just beginning their educa- 
tion in the'public schools. 
Tho disparity in ages between the. white and the 


Japanese scholars presents a danger that should not bs overlooked. And that 
California has a right..to adopt laws to prevent the evils of such a situation 
there can be no doubt. Tho treaty between the United States and Japan, after 
enumerating privileges which the. Japanese shall have here, says: 


" 'It is, however, understood that the stipulations contained in this and 


the preceding article do not in any way affect the laws, ordinances and regu- 
lations with regard to trade, the immigration of laborers, police and public se- 
curity, which arc in fores or -which may hjoreafter be enacted In either of the 
two countries.' 
Protection of Our Schools. 


"It seems to me that the prol cctlon of our public schools from the dangers 


of immoral Influences is a purely police function, and that laws establishing 
such protection cannot be objected to by Japan by reason of tho specific stipu- 
lation of tho treaty, 


"That, in full, is my position. 
I would say, in addition, that I disagree 


with the President on another proposition which he advanced in his annual 
message of 1908, in which he said: 'I recommend to Congress that an act be 
passed, specifically providing for the naturalization of Japanese who come here 
intending to become American citizens.' 
I think you can readily imagine 


what would take place wore thin recommendation tp be adopted by Congress.

tional relations, to enforce the rights of aliens under treaties. 
Even as tho 


law now Is something can be clone by the Federal government toward this 
end, and in the matter now before rne affecting the Japanese, everything that 
it Is in my power to do will be done, and all the forces, military and civil, of 
the United State* which I may lawfully employ will be so employed."

ACRAMENTO, February 19.—The battle for what has been
